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American Atheuts 
Open Fall Program 

‘Tear of social ostracism and business 
reprisal deters many an American athe' 
ist from voicing his disbehef in God. 

“Fiery Charles Smith, forty 'eight, 
gray haired, blacl('Suited ex divinity stu' 
dent, is one whose chief aim in life is 
broadcasting his disavowal of a Supreme 
Being. 

“Americas premier atheist, he shool{ 
off the beliefs of ordinary men at 
twenty'two, and in J925 organized the 
American Association for the Advance' 
ment of Atheism, which now claims 
},S00 members. 

“Last wee\ this militant organization 
swung into action its fall program, atm' 
ed as always at winning new converts 
away from churches. 

“All summer long its sbeal^ers have 
climbed soap boxes on busy T^ew Tor\ 
City street comers and harangued 
passers'by to give ub tbeir religion. 

“7^ow its campaign moves indoors, 
ivith lectures and debates each Sunday 
night at eight o'clock, in Manhattan’s 
Pythian Temple. Admission is twenty' 
five and thirty five cents. 

“The Atheist Association sees success 
on every hand, as /lames of communism, 
fascism and skepticism turn many from 
God. There are nearly one hundred and 
fifty million of the world! s two billion 
people who publicly admit they believe 
in no divine power, Mr. Smith esti' 
mates. 

“In the United States he sets the fig' 
ures at one million.”

Atheist Smith's estimate of the num' 
her of people in America and the world 
who publicly admit their disbelief in 
divine power can be only a hazard at 
best, subject to wide error. But God, 
Who need rely on neither estimates or 
what men say of themselves, but Who 
knows the thoughts and intents of every 
heart, arrives at a far higher total of 
those who do not believe in Him. 


In Romans 11:32, the Apostle Paul 
tells us that "God hath concluded all 
in unbelief.” Of all mankind, he says in 
Romans 3:18, "There is no fear of God 
before their eyes.” So that by nature, 
not a mere eight tenths of one per cent 
of the people in the United States, not 
a mere seven and one half per cent of 
the people of the world disbelieve in 
God, but ALL. 

Atheist Smith estimates so many un' 
believers in order to bolster his own 
disbelief, in order to encourage others 
to openly declare their infidelity, to aC' 
cept his doctrine of despair. But God 
"concludes all in unbelief, that He might 
have mercy upon all.“ 

Christ Jesus "came into the world to 
seek and to save that which was lost," 
and God's unbreakable Word declares: 
"That if thou shalt confess with thy 
mouth the Lord Jesus, and shalt believe 
in thine heart that God hath raised Him 
from the dead, thou shalt be saved.” 

In happy contrast to the "fear of so' 
cial ostracism and business reprisal” 
that "deters many an American atheist 
from voicing his disbelief in God,” is 
the record of thousands upon thousands 
through the ages who have counted "all 
things but loss for the excellency of the 
knowledge of Christ Jesus,” who like 
Moses have esteemed "the reproach of 
Christ greater riches than the treasures 
in Egypt.” Jeered, ostracized, imprison' 
ed, beaten for their outspoken faith in 
the Lord Jesus, they have "rejoiced that 
they were counted worthy to suffer 
shame for His name.” 

Thousands of Christians, threatened 
not just with the loss of all possessions, 
but with death unless they would 
cease preaching the Lord Jesus Christ 
as the Saviour of sinners, have declared 
with Peter and the other apostles: "We 
ought to obey God rather than men,” 
And they have gone to the flames and 
the lions and almost inconceivable tor' 
ture rather than deny their Lord. 

When Charles Smith finished public 
school, says the Literary Digest, his par' 
ents sent him to a Methodist college, 


where he took Bible courses. There, 
through a suc'month investigation that 
started when he learned that Thomas 
Jefferson was an "infidel,” he became 
"at the age of twenty'two a fulLfledged 
atheist.” 

It has been said that there is no true 
atheist except one who has once prO' 
fessed belief in the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and Scripture would appear to bear out 
this assertion when it says, in Hebrews 
6:4'6: "It is impossible for those who 
were once enlightened, and have tasted 
of the heavenly gift, and were made 
partakers of the Holy Ghost, and have 
tasted the good word of God, and the 
powers of the world to come, if they 
should fall away, to renew them again 
unto repentance; seeing they crucify to 
themselves the &n of God afresh, and 
put Him to open shame.” 

“The Atheist Association sees success 
on every hand, as flames of communism, 
fascism and skepticism tupi many from 
God.“ One wonders what joy such 
"success” might give, but happily none 
of these things, nor the Atheist Assck 
dation can turn a single born-again be- 
liever away from God, for the Lord 
Jesus Christ said: "My sheep hear My 
voice and they follow Me ...” "And 
a stranger will they not follow, but 
will flee from him: for they know not 
the voice of strangers.” 

All summer, says the Digest, the asso- 
ciation's speakers on New York street 
comers have "harangued passers-by to 
give up their religion.” That is just 
what God wants passers-by to do. . He 
wants all who are basing their hope for 
eternity on religion to give it up and in- 
stead put their trust, their confidence in 
the Lord Jesus Christ, Who bore their 
sins on Calvary's tree, when He died, 
the just for the unjust. He has made 
the way of salvation so plain that "way- 
faring men, though fools, shall not err 
therein.” God offers not a religion or a 
philosophy, but a gift — "eternal life 
through Jesus Christ our Lord.” Has 
Atheist Smith anything half so good to 
off^er? 


Bible Ranked Third 
As Infidel Creator 

A survey of the members of the Amer- 
ican Association for the Advancement 
of Atheism by New York University, 
says Literary Digest, discloses that 
"Thomas Paine ranks first as an influ- 
ence in creating non-believers . . . with 
Robert Ingersoll second, and the Bible 
third.” 

That some will be hardened in unbe- 
lief by reading the Bible, the Scripture 
itself declares. These are they, says the 
Apostle Peter, who account the long- 
suffering of God slackness, saying when 
they read that the Lord Jesus Christ is 
soon coming to judge and rule over this 
world, "W^re is the promise of His 
coming? for since the fathers fell asleep, 
all things continue as they were from 
the beginning of creation.” 

Paul, says Peter, writes in his epistles 
about the coming of the Lord for His 
saints and His coming to judge the 
world, and in these epistles "are some 
things hard to be understood, which they 
that are unlearned and unstable wrest, 
as they do also the other Scriptures to 
their own destruction.” 

These are like those whom the Lord 
Jesus told of who in the day of judg- 
ment will say tp Him, "Thou hast 
taught in our streets.” He will answer: 
"I tell you, I know not whence ye are, 
depart from Me all ye workers of in- 
iquity.” 

Those who have been influenced to 
reject God and His salvation by Thomas 
Paine's reasoning or Robert Ingersoll's 
oratory will find these disputers dumb 
when they stand with them before the 
Great White Throne on which will sit 
as Judge the One Whom they scorned 
as Saviour.
